and it is a m atter of gratification to

Mr. 
Cook 
spoke in the courthouse last night to 
an audience composed largely of la­ 
dies, and not a very large audience 
at that, and, confining him self to the 
evidence in the 
impeachment 
trial 
pretty largely, riddled Ferguson’s of­ 
ficial record, .showing it to have been 
for the chief benefit 
of 
Ferguson. 
Several times during the course 
of 
his rem arks he plainly 
and 
flatly 
stated that Ferguson 
is 
lying, his 
campaign statem ents not conforming 
to the facts in the record. 
Mr. Cook, in making a word of per­ 
sonal explanation, said that in 1899 
he came to Bryan, worked about a 
year with A. J. Buchanan in the old 
Brazos 
Pilot 
office, 
accumulated 
something under $100 and went direct 
to the University of Texas, where he 
remained for seven years, worked his 
way through, and declared that it is 
not by any means a rich man’s school, 
as thousands of other students can 
testify from their own 
experience, 
Ferguson 
to the 
contrary notwith­ 
standing. 
Speaking of the general purpose of 
Ferguson in entering the race again 
for governor, Mr. Cook said: “Any 
man who runs for governor and does 
not make the winning of the war the 
first plank in his platform is 
not 
worthy of consideration.” He declar­ 
ed that Ferguson’s sole 
announced 
purpose in making the 
race is 
for 
personal vindication. 
He then went into the 
Ferguson 
record, showing that he entered poli­ 
tics for the embezzlement of power 
and to build up a 
political machine 
whereby he and his henchmen might 
be perpetuated in their offices. 
To 
prove this he declared that Ferguson 
cared nothing for the constitution or 
the statutes, and showed how he forc­ 
ed the removal of Librarian Winkler,

stance some *011 of a club was held 
over the heads of the board. At Prai­ 
rie View they badly needed a new- 
building, the appropriation for which 
he would not approve unless Black­ 
shear resigned. The same thing hap­ 
pened at Gatesville, except the ap­ 
propriation was for a different pur­ 
pose. 
Mr. Cook went into a history of the 
university muddle, which 
was 
con­ 
ducted by Ferguson with the same 
club methods as in the case of the 
other institutions. In each instance 
he put into office his political friends, 
removing very eajnest and competent 
men and replacing 
them, in 
most 
cases, with men who were there for 
what there was in it. 
Mr. 
Cook defended 
the 
charges 
against Dr. Battle, who was acting 
president of the university. Ferguson 
is telling over the state that “dead 
men” were carried on the payroll of 
the university. Mr. Cook said that for 
several years he was secretary of the 
board and knew how 
the 
budgets 
were made up. It happened often that 
no man had been engaged to fill cer­ 
tain of the chairs, some of them being 
very 
difficult to 
secure. 
Provision 
must be made in the budget for the 
maintenance of the chair, so it hap­ 
pened frequently that the name of 
the professor could not be gix’en, and 
was left blank. This is what Fergu­ 
son calls carrying “dead men” on the 
pay roll. Dr. Battle was hounded by 
the governor until he finally resigned 
from the university and went to the 
University of Cincinnati, where he is 
getting double the salary he received 
at Austin. He declared that a more 
honest, 
upright 
and 
conscientious 
gentleman never lived than Dr. Bat­ 
tle and that he was more than hurt 
by the acts of Ferguson. The charges 
Ferguson made against tho five or 
six professors w’ere found to be en­ 
tirely groundless and they were ex­ 
onerated.
